One commission man in Mr. Poole’s 
office yesterday frankly admitted that 
he sold eggs yesterday at 42 cents 
which he put in storage last April at. 
24 cents. He has twelve cars of these 
eges still in storage, he said. 

Figuring 2 cents for storage, carry- 
ing charges, and insurance, 4 cents for 
recandling and 2 cents for profit, these 
24 cent eggs should go to the retailer 
at 32 cents, according to Mr. Poole. 

“The men who are robbing the con- 
sumer by boosting the price are selling 
twenty, thirty, and even fifty carloads 
of storage eggs’a day to each other,” 
Mr. Poole declared.-

Fails to Show Validity.

The only bid the cijy of Chicago re- 
celved two weeks ago, when it offered 
$8,000,000 of bonds designed to meet 
the deficit In the city’s revenues in- 
curred in 1920, was| withdrawn yes- 
terday. In effect the city now has 
no offer for these bonds, which repose 
in the traction fund 


money withdrawn from that fund and 
which must again see|c a buyer. 

The single bid reqeived for these 
bonds was made by (4. banking syndl- 
cate headed by the Giaranty company 
of New York, and 8 conditioned on 
the city furnishing dn opinion as to 
the legality of the issujs by either Wood 
& Oakley of Chicago qr exJudge John 
C, Thomson of N York, both re 
garded as legal a rities on munici- 
pal bonds. 


Wood and Oakley loubt Validity. 

This legal opinion’ was to be ob- 
tained within ten days from the time 
the bid was in effect; which was two: 
weeks ago today. Wdod & Oakley pre- 
viously had advised (chicago banking 
institutions that in their opinion there 
was doubt of the legality of the bonds 
and, relying on this pinion, the Chi- 
cago banks unanimdusly declined to 
submit bids for the| bonds. In this 
situation, of course,| Controller Har- 
ding was unable to oj)tain a favorable 
opinion from the Chiqago attorneys. 

The Guaranty Trust company, as 
managers of the bijiding syndicate, 
waited until yesterday, thus giving a 
day or two of grace, for the city au- 
thorities to obtain aid offer a favor- 
able opinion by Mr. ‘Thomson. When 
this opinion was not iforthcoming Chi-

The bid made by thi» Guaranty Trust 
syndicate was $7,886,160, or approxi- 
mately 98.57 cents on the dollar. This 
was considered by Chicago bankers as 
a rather low bid, injsmuch as bonds 
of other large muniqipalities of com- 
parable maturities gnd interest rate 
have been selling at sar or better. But 
the low bid for the Cjaicago bonds was 
attributed to the dowbt cast‘on their 
legality.

Corn Meal Waffles. 


An eggless cornmeal batter which 
makes an excellent waffle but may be 


baked as a pancake is the following: 


.Two cups of sour milk, one cup of 
cornmeal, one cup of flour, one tea- 
spoon of salt, one teaspoon of soda, 
one tablespoon of. slightly melted but-. 
ter. Sift'the cornmeal, flour, and salt 
together. Beat the sour milk until full 


of bubbles, and then sift into ft, part 
at a time and lightly with beating 
and stirring, the meal and flour; then 
add the butter, beat smooth, and final- 
ly the level teaspoon of soda dissolved 
in a little of the milk or the thin bat- 
ter saved for this purpose. Heat the 
waffle iron slowly, and when hot 
grease lightly, if necessary, pour in 
batter, cloeé, and immediately turn 
iron; then turn again after three or 
| four minutes. Cook until waffle easily 
separates from iron. 

Some one has called a waffle a pan- 
cake with a marcel wave. A pancaze 
is the oldest and most universal form 
of bread. The Indian tortilla is a pan- 
cake. The Indian women used to and 
the Mexican Indians to this day grind 
the corn, sometimes dry and sometimes 
after soaking and swelling it. In New 
Mexico they call our Yankee pancake, 
made with wheat flour and some short- 
ening, a tortilla, and it is said that 
‘these have almost supplanted the 
cornmeal tortillas, since “ children who 
have tasted white tortillas cry for 
‘them ever after, as a man longs for 
whisky.” Perhaps one of the reasons 
for this is that in soaking and swelling 
the corn it sours and is like the worst 
of the “sour dough” breads, with the 
lovely taste of corn almost entirely 
lacking.

For the first time tn the hirtory of 
daily weekday journalism, there are 
being circulated this morning approxt- 
mately 700,000 copies of a newspaper 
containing 34 or more pages. That 
record is being set by Tux Trisunn. 
The «ize of this issue, city editions, is 
86 pages, 

To the layman the task of getting 
out such a newspaper—if he thinks 
about ft at all—must seem an enor- 
| mous one. To the initiate it is even 
more so, TH TRIBUNE’s great new 
plant, despite its tremendous facilities, 
is extended to the utmost. 

Ap Idea of the Task 

It takes, for instance, about 389,000 
pounds of white paper to publish THE 
TRIBUNE this morning—194% tons of 
it. That includes—in round figures— 
both the 145,000 copies of the mail edi- 
tion of 34 pages and the 555,000 copies 
of the Home and Fina! editions of 36 
pages. If that paper were laid out in 
one continuous strip one page deep 
it would stretch for 18,375 miles—from 


Chicago eastward to the Pacific ocean 
on the coast of China. 

It was necessary for the stereotyping 
department ef THE TRIBUNE to cast 
more than 80,000 pounds of metal for 
plates for the presses.
